Hatters of Interest From 


Home and Abroad. 


RKPUBL.ICAN 
INCON8IBTBNCIE9. 


In the Fifty first or Mr. Reed'* Con- 


grew, a. bill drafted by John I. Daven- 
port, Federal Election Supervisor of 
New York, and introduced by Henry 
Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts, and gen- 
erally known as Hie Force bill, passed 
the House of Representatives by three 
rnsjorit? 
The bill was designed to per- 


petuate Harrison's rule at Washington 
and end th3 free coinage agitation by 
preventing the election of silver men 
from the South and West. Under its 
provisions tho Statej had no control of 
elections for Representatives in Congress. 
Federal officials, guarded by bayonets, 
took charge of 
the polling places, 


counted the votes and made such returns 
88 they pleased. 
The local authorities 


were utterly ignored, the people having 
nothing whatever to do with ascertaining 
the result of an election. 
The ballots 


were canvassed by Fuderal officials and 
tbe returns made to Federal officials who 
were not accountable to the people and 
fro HI whose decision the people had no 
appeal. H. F. Burtine, Representative 
in Congress from Nevada, voted for this 
infamoui 
measure and by doin^ so 


opened an impassable gulf between him- 
self and a targe majority of the advocates 
of freo coinage in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 
The act virtunlly destroyed 


his usefulness in Congress und he has not 
been able to get a b i l l nor a resolution 
through the House since lie voted for the 
Force bill. 
Asju'mst tbe bill, when it 


reached the Semite, Senators Stewart and 
Jones took a decisive stand. 
Senator 


Jonea openly denounced it in the cam- 
paign two je»r9 ago and he wns re- 
elected without opposition. 
Senator 


Stewart made the great speech of his life 
ag.iinst it in the United Sutes Senate. 
He pronounced it tho most despotic 
measure that was evsr attempted to be 
placed on the statutes of the United 
States; the most infamous bill that ever 
crossed the threshold of the Senate, and 
declared its provisions more prejudicial 
to human liberty than secession. The 
bill was defeated in the Senatf, Stewart 
and Jones of Nevada voting against it, 
as did also Cameron of Pennsylvania and 
every free coinage Republican in the 
Senate. 


The course of our Senators on this bill 


was approved by the Nevada Legislature 
which was overwhelmingly Republican, 
and, as a conaeq ence, the aot of Mr. 
Bartine, who voted for the infamous bill, 
denounced. 
It was Republicanism in 


Nevada in February, 1891, to denounce 
the Force bill, bat to-day it is Harrison 
ism to laud Mr. Bartine and indorse* him 
for the United States Senate because he 
voted for it. 
It was Republicanism in 


Nevada on the 30 It ot last April to con 
derun Harrison's administration and op- 
pose the election of auy person to office 
who was not known to bo unequivocally 
in favor of opening the mints for the fiee 
and unlimited coinage of silver, To day 
it is Republicanism in Nevada to uphold 
Harrison and denounce anybody ami 
everybody who is advocating the elec- 
tion of a free coinage President. 


The Nevada Legislature ofl891, which 


was almost 
wholly Republican, con- 


demned the Force bill and by resolution, 
which passed unanimously, commended 
our Sanators for defeating it. 
Now the 


Hariuon leadais in Nevadi through 
their organ, the Virginia Enterprise, say 
the bill was misjudged and they want 
Bartine, who voted for it, elected United 
States Senator. 
A Republican State 


Convention in Virginia City on April 30, 
1892, condemned Harrison's administra- 
tion and declared against electing any 
person to office who was not known to he 
unequivocally in favor of opening the 
mints for the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver. 
Now a Republican State Con- 


vention in Reno indorses Harrison and 
tiks the people of Nevada to give him 
the electoral vote of' the State, and the

New York followed Ohio, and the Em-

wore white helmets and dark hi tie suits and 
marched in perfeut timo. Now came a Post 
preeeeded by Scotch Highlanders, iu their 
picturesque dress, playing on bag pipes. 
It was a Scotch Post that went into tbe 
army weaiiog tbe same Scotch kilta, but 
wbioh they soon gave up because of the 
bright colors making too good a malk for 
the enemy. They carried three torn, old 
battle fligs that their regiment had curried 
during the war. 
Alexander Post of New 


York made one of the finest appearances; 
they were headed by tha famous Marine 
band of Washington, consisting of seventy 
pieces, the finest in the Union. New York 
carried seventy-five old battle flags, but few 
of which I was able to learn anything 
about. 
One, however, carried by an old 


marine, wss from Admiral Farragut's Flag- 
ship Hartfotd, 
Several others were from 


tbe field of Gettysburg. 


Connecticut was thirteen minutes long. 


A huge wooden nutmeg and a wooden bam 
were carried at the head, while every old 
veteran wore the nutmeg as a State badge. 


Massachusetts, the old Bay State, so 


quick to respond to the call ot ntns, 
marched a fine body of men, abd tbe 
regularity witb which they maintained 
throughout caused them, in qjy opinion, to 
present the finest appearance of «ifj 
Bat between Pennsylvania, Ohio, U** 
York and Massachusetts tbe honor* will 
fall about ahke. Bat tbe other States, •*• 
cording to tbeir means, did just jfti 
Massachusetts never takea her old battle 
flags from tho State, so there Wtre but few 
in her ranks.

<a Wandering- Settlement of Strange Folk* 


Who Make Their Home* on One of the 
Tributaries of the Mississippi—They 
Pay Mo Rout stud Spend Little. 
Up where Wolf river, treacherous and 


Insatiate as the animal for which it is 
named, empties its yellow waters into 
the great flood of the Mississippi, is a 
cluster of odd looking craft, half house, 
half boat, that lie moored to the bank 
and form a part of a great floating sub- 
urb of Memphis, of whose existence the 
average citizen is totally unaware. 
Nevertheless, strange as it may seem, 
the inhabitants of this floating village 
are born, live, marry and die in their 
movable homes in much the same man- 
ner as people in similar walks of life 
whose houses have a firmer foundation, 
and, stranger still, they like their river 
life and would be extremely loath to 
give it tip. 


Who they are and where they came 


from, whither they go and how they 
live, were questions that aroused the cu- 
riosity of the writer and induced him to 
make a tour of inquiry among the house- 
boats, as they are called. 


These are of all shapes and sizes, from 


the more pretentious home of the well 
to do shipbuilder to the humble abode 
of the itinerant fisherman. Some of 
them are named and some are not. 
Many are neatly painted and show 
glimpses of interiors in which lace cur- 
tains, carpets and pictures combine to 
make not inharmonious settings. Social 
lines are not very tightly drawn in the 
village of the houseboats, and the homes 
of whites and blacks lie mixed indis- 
criminately, without regard to race, col- 
or or previous condition of servitude. 


Wanderers by nature, the tern* water 


gypsies may be applied not inaptly to 
the inhabitants of the village. It is not 
to be wondered at therefore that the 
colony is by no means composed of those 
who are to the manner born. On the 
contrary, it is made up of representa- 
tives from nearly all of the twenty odd 
states that are drained by the Missis- 
sippi or its tributaries. Were a census 
of the floating village taken tomorrow 
it would show some interesting statistics 
concerning the birthplaces of its inhab- 
itants. 
Here one can find a man who 


has drifted down from the Black Hills 
of Montana side by side with a native of 
Pittsburg or Cincinnati, while their next 
neighbor may be from St. Paul or Knox- 
ville. 


From far up the Missouri, the Missis- 


sippi, the Ohio and the Tennessee rivers 
they come, resting here like birds of 
passage for a time, till, moving ever 
southward with the current, they become 
merged with the cosmopolitan popula- 
tion of the Crescent City, hundreds of 
miles below, even as the waters of the 
Mississippi become lost in the great Gulf 
of Mexico. 


There is but little doubt that the 


dweller in the Mississippi houseboat 
has successfully solved tho problem of 
living on next to nothing. Believing 
that the river is free, and that it owes 
him a living, the waif of the father of 
waters does not find it very difficult to 
collect the debt. Just what the ice fields 
are to the Eskimo, the desert to the 
Arab, the plains to the Indian, the river 
13 to him. It is at once his place of 
abode and his means of support. Land- 
lords, or, more properly speaking, water- 
lords, are unknown to him, and rent 
day, 
that nightmare of the poor, is 


fraught with no terrors to his mind, be- 
cause he pays no rent. 


The law provides that any one moor- 


ing a boat to the bank of a river is sub- 
ject to a rental ac the option of the 
owner, but in the case of the houseboat 
dweller this is rarely enforced. For fuel 
he catches the driftwood brought down 
by the river or gathers that which ac- 
cumulates along the bank. His princi- 
pal article of food is fish, for which he 
turns once more to the river, and from 
its yellow bosom draws the juicy cat- 
fish, the buffalo, the perch and innumer- 
able other varieties that abound therein. 


Only his clothes and a few other bare 


necessaries of life are not supplied by 
the river, and tho means to obtain these 
is readily secured by the thousand pur- 
suits open to the sturdy longshoreman. 
Scattered among the houseboat colony 
are here and there a family who have 
virtually taken to the river out of neces- 
sity. These are refugees from the flooded 
districts of the upper Missisippi, who 
have been rendered homeless by freshets. 


Ruined by the encroachment of the 


river, they have collected such of their 
effects as the waters left and embarkec 
on "a hastily constructed craft, built as 
likely as not from the debris of their 
former homes.—Memphis Appeal-Ava- 
lanche.

We have no symbols to represent the 


Bound of A sigh, a kiss, a chirp, a groan, 
though characters expressive of these 
would be of great service to novelists; 
but, on the other hand, we have three 
diatinct characters—f, ff and ph—ex- 
pressing exactly the same sound. 


Then how imperfect and arbitary -we 


are in the use of those symbols which 
we possess; th is all we can do to ex- 
press the initial sound of thing and 
thine, though a Welsh writer can show 
the difference by making the former an 
aspirated t, the latter an aspirated dj 
yet in this repect we are better off than 
the French, who cannot employ the as- 
pirated dental at all. Englishmen are 
inclined to wonder why the Chinese, 
with all their ancient civilization, have 
no symbol for the consonant r, and are 
apt to forget that, except at the begin- 
ning of a syllable, that letter has be- 
come in their own language a mute re- 
dundancy.

Early Railway Traveling:. 


The first regular train service in Eng- 


land commenced on the Liverpool and 
Manchester railway on Friday, Sept. 17, 
1830, two days after the opening of the 
line. It was jjot on a very ambitious 
scale; three trains each way on week 
days and two on Sundays were deemed 
quite sufficient.

thing, however, at first and very soon its 
prowd safety and efficiency, led at once 
to a much larger traffic than had been 
anticipated, and as soon as the company 
could obtain more rolling stock the ser- 
vice was increased.

The time occupied in the journey was 


at first seldonjtmore than two hours and 
often less, the distance being thirty-one 
miles; but even this rate was too fast 
for some people, for a gentleman, writ- 
ing about.six weeks lifter the opening of 
fclio line, erys the speed \\-as too great to 
be pleasant and caivo! him to feel some- 
what t-iddv.—C'ornlnil M.i£:i;dna.
